THE POSSIBILITY OF POLITICAL 


THREAT. Thepast fewmonths there have been 
two major shutdowns in Belgium. The first was 
the closure of the Belgian Renault-office, sacking 


3000 people. Thesecond was the shutdown of a 


bn steel factory, Forges de Clabecq, leaving 800 


people unemployed. In both cases the 
mdi 20! ESN 


failed. Renault Belgium will employ amere 400 


eS people over the nexttwo years, ”preparing” the 


shutdown. Forges de Clabecqwill be taken over 
byan international steel concern employing only 
half of the 800 original employees. However, 
the way in whichthe actions were held differ a 
great deal. So this column is not aboutwhat way 
is the most effective one, for neither seems to 
be. The question this column is concemed with 
is what way has shown tobe the biggest threat 
to this political system. You might wonder why 
| amtalking about a political system andnot an 
economical system. I can give tworemarks on 
that. First,] don’t think one can make a clear 
distinction between the political and the 


“ economical on a theoretical base. Second, when 


we look to the practical, concrete case, the 
actions, the debate, the negociations took place 
on the political level and had a political content. 
So how did the two different attempts of 
countering the closure look like? | will first 
describe the evolutions around the Renault-case. 
As soonas the word got out that Renault Belgium 
would close down, the workers at Renault went 
on strike. They occupied the 5000 car stock, 
held demonstrations, and tried to get into 
negotiations withthe directory-boardin France. 
These refused to negotiate on the closure. The 
only thing they wanted to talk about was how 
people were going to getsacked, Butthen came 
the elections. Asthe Frenchstate is an important 
shareholder of Renault, the socialist party 
promised - as a publicity stunt -tore-examinate 
the closing of Renault Belgium. As the sudden 
news of the closure had shocked and frightened 
alot of people in France as well asin the rest of 
Europe, the stunt got the socialist party a victory 
in the elections. Few days after the victory, 
Belgian ministers went totalk with the French. 
The French socialists took a few steps back and 
said the closure was un-avoidable. Nevertheless, 
and probably in fear of a scandal sosoon after 
the elections, they appointed an ‘independent’ 
economical consultantto examinethe necessity 
of the closure. The result of the study was not 
very surprising and Renault Belgium got shut 
down. There were negotiations over how many 
people would ‘prepare’ the shutdown: 3000r 400? 
Yesterday they gave up the occupation of the 
stock, handing over the 5000 car-keys. Their 
final action was putting thecar-keys ina random 
order. | will give comment further on, after

describing the way the people at Forges de Clabecq took opposition. At Forges 
too, people went on strike as soon as the news of the closure got out. The 
difference might be that these people had seen it coming for a long time. The 
company (mainly state-owned) had beenin huge debts for a decade, having the 
state pump loads of money intoit. A man was appointed as curator. This is the 
person who has tomake upa financial balance of the company and decide 
whether the state should continue to put money intoit. If not, he has to examin 
the possibilities of takeover the Forges. Again D’Orrazio had organised a 
fight-crew and this time the takeover-candidate got beat up. But D’Orrazios 
power was fading. A more mellow union official came into play. He got himself 
a bunchof followers, accepted the takeover, had some media coverage and 
organised a referendum. D'Orazio opposed the referendum. Nevertheless, a 
small majority spoke out in favor of the takeover and as I'm writing now, the 
contractsare being signed.  Sowhatis my point here? What | am trying 
to say is that desrite the fact that both Renault and Forges got shut down in 
the end, atleast atthe Forges there was a fight.At least they stood up. They 
were pushed back down, true, but at least they were a threat The actions at 
Renault were never a threat. Why? The system we live in tries to enclose all, 
in order to have power over all. In the course of history, numerous attempts 
have been made to counter that system. Everytime the system has won, it has 
becomemiore stable by enclosing that form of threat. It has done so by creating 
several discourses. For example, when workers were officially given the right 
to demonstrate, demonstrations were no longer a threat to the system because 
they were simply part of that system. The system has created means to express 
discontentmentin a way that those means are predictable and controllable. 
This makes the expression of discontentment nolonger athreat. Itnow becomes 
controllable because itis part of the system. So, any expression of discontentment 


t takes place inside the system, any 


expression of discontentment that 
o@ follows the predescribed routes that are 
~ recognised by the system can not be a threat 
to that system. The right to demonstrate does not empower the 
worker, it disarms the workers, it makes him/her crippled, it weakens the 
worker, it encloses and recaptures the discontentment. The fight for Renault 
Belgium never was afight Their actions never were a threat. The whole thing 
can simply be seen as part of the protocol of closing a company. Whenever a 
company is sacking workers, unions oppose. Butnegotiations are never about 
whether the company should besacking, no, they only negotiate over how many 
people will get sacked and in what way. Unions areno longer a threatto the 
employers, they aren't even the spokespersons of the employees. They tend to 
‘merely exist for their own sake. They are part of the protocol, part of the 
discours, butnever are they a threat. Why? Because the union is a recognised 
institute, with official spokespersons who cannot outlaw themselves. Because 
ifthey would, they would no longer be the union spokesperson, they would’ve 
become arevolutionary. Thatis exactly what D’Orraziowas. He stepped out 
of the official discours as soon as he beat up the curator. From then on, he 
wasn treally the union spokesman, he was the leader of the workers. Through 
his actions, he stepped out of the protocol, he stepped out of the official 
recognised ways of expressing discontentmentand hefought the system from 
outside. He used techniques and methods that were not considered ‘rules of the 
game’. That's why the ones in control had to react. At Renault Belgium they 
didn’thave todo anything to counter the discontentment, it was all part of the 
game and according to plan. Never wasit a threat. Anyone whohad hopes for 
Renault Belgium to stay open, anyone who believed the French socialists 
publicity stunt, is a darn naive fool. Naivety might be a virtue in friendship, 
in political struggles itis a killervirus. D'Orazio knew this. He never believed 
he would have achance if he would play the game according to therules. True, 
helost the battle in the end, butatleast there was abattle. If you still 
can'tsee where I’m getting at, I'll spell it out foryou. Very recently ministers 
from the European Community have expressed the need for Europe to pay 


attention on social issues. Maybe a few of you are so naive to see this as a 


positive tendency. bo ae sethatas

the utility of a language or of language in general does 
ot lie merely in its mechanical functions asa channel 
’for propagating information (although this is obviously 
the use thgt first springs to mind when languageis considered). 
Ifthis were the case, then one language would be adequate. The fact is that 
language, and the diversity of language, has a much greater significance. 
Currently, about 6000 languages are spoken in the world. It has 
been predicted by, amongst others, Professor Micheal Krauss of the American 
Association of theAdvancement of Science that, by the end of the 2 Ist century 
95% of these will be extinct or at least moribund. This startling prognostication 
is illustrated by these three cases: in 1777 in Mousehole, England, Dolly 
Penreath, the last known native speaker of Cornish, died, along with her 
language. In 1898 Anthony Udina, the last knownnative speaker of Dalmatian, 
a language of what is now Croatia and Yugoslavia, died in a mine explosion; 
andin Marchor April of 1995, Northern Pomo, one of the 50 remaining native 
languages of California, died with its last speaker. 
These were only 3 examples. There are many more instances of alarmingly 
recent language extinction, a phenomenon which many thinkis confined to the 
past, when in fact it has never been as prevalent as it is now. 
There are some who will ask what all the fuss is about; surely itisn’t that 
important; in fact, less languages may even make the world a more cohesive 
and harmonious place. Well, there are a few people who would agree; people 
for whom the annihilation of linguistic diversity would be very propitious;

people like media emperor Rupert Murdoch. Inthe ! 1thannual John 
Boynthon lecture addressedin Melbourne, Australia, hesaid, "Indian 

leaders havelong been desperately worried about disunity in there vast, teeming, 
multilingual country. There has been an effort ever since independence to 
promote Hindias the lingua franca, what in India is called the "link language”. 
Butthe effort has failed for anumber of reasons. Until now. Withthe coming 
of the electronic mass media, Hindi is finally spreading because everyone 
wants to watch the best television programming. And | suspect we will see this 
story repeated throughout the developing world not leastin China with Mandarin. 
In which case, it will be not only prosperity that we will catch in out networks, 
but also order and ultimately peace.” Now, without wishing to tarnish the 
credibility of his Highness’s obviously philanthropical intentions, | fear that he 
has been grossly misguided on afew points. Firstly India has not, as Murdoch 
putit, “failed in its effort to promote Hindi as a lingua franca. Hindiis taught 
inevery school throughout India, and the most rustic and the most destitute 
people speak Hindi, if they go to school. If there are a few people in India who 
donot speak Hindi, then this is because of the problem of illiteracy in India 
per se, and notbecause of a specific failure topromote Hindi. Anyhow, the 
Indian film industry has done far more to spread the understanding of Hindi 
than the desire towatch Rupert Murdoch's “best television programming” ever 
will. Indiais anintensely multilingual country, but 
~~ tosay thatthis means that people can’t communicate with each other is an out- 
and-out falsehood. There are hundreds of different languagesin India, but Mr 
Murdoch was trying to portray an image of each person speakingjust one 
provincial languageand only being ableto communicate with people who came 
from their home region. The factis thatit is not uncommon for people in India 
tobe fluentin four or more tongues. My grandfather had a verbal and literary 
knowledge of 6. My mother, who comes from a very small agricultural village 
in India, started learning Hindi at school at 8, and English at 10, This is the 
rule, not the exception. Inhis lecture, Rupert Murdoch also implied 
that linguistic homogeneousness menat” order and ultimately peace”. This glib 
statement connotes that language differences are the main cause of strife in 
the world. Okay, so ethnic differences are often the cause of conflict, and 
ethnic differences are frequently accompanied by differencesin language, but 
does lack of linguistic diversity mean lack of ethnic diversity? No! For example, 
mast ews donot speak Hebrew, or any other common tongue, but they are still 
Jewish (here | am talking of Jews as an ethnic group, not as religious one, in 
case geta bunch of mail from hair-splitters with nothing better todo), Most 
Gypsies (in Britain, in any case) do not speak Romany, but they are still 
Romanys; and, bringing matters closer to home, most Scottish people speak 
English as a firstlan guage, but this does not preclude their feeling of national 
identity. For many people in Britain (especially 
England) Canada, the U.S.A, Australia, etc of north-west European origin (as 
opposed tolater immigrants from elsewhere), multiplicity of languages spoken 
by one person seems uncanny. This is due in great partto lack of adequate 
educational provision in languages in these countries. | have met many people 
from other parts of Western Europe (France, Italy, Germany, Belgium) who 
express surprise at the ignorance linguistically, of British people. Itseems to 
me that themainland of Western Europeis far more enlightenedin this 
respect, in some cases even passing laws soa vernacular’ piace isnot unsurped 
by English. Some may still ask, "Would it be so bad if 
there were only one language in the world? What actual value has diversity of 
language?” I have notyet sufficiently answered these questions. As | asserted 
earlier, languageis jmuchmore than merely ameans of mechanically transmitting 
data. Speaking within the time-frame of human existence, each language is 
aproduct of, at the very least, tens of thousands of evolution, and each has 
evolved ina different way. Every natural language encapsulates some of the 
ethos of its native speakers and the speakers of the languages from which it 
evolved. The language you speak inevitably affects your conceptions of your 
perceptions, i.e. the way you think, how you interpret whatyou see, 

hear, feel, your very reality. In a sense, eachlanguage contains a 
different reality. If this all seems abstruse or speculative, consider the 
aboriginal Australian language Guugu Yimithir. In this language, 


unlike most (ifnot all) western and eastern languages, spatial position 
isnever expressed relatively tothe speaker. An absolute system is 
used, e.g. “3 meters to the east of the house” is said, and not “4 metres tomy 
left”. This seems a much more complicated method of going about things, but 
think about what effect this language would have on the speaker’ snotions of 
his/her relationship with his/her environment, e.g. he/she is not the centre of 
everything all the time. The implications are irrefragably vast. Many other 
languages hold beautiful peculiarities of their own, but sadly many treasures 
have been lost. Theres also authroritative physical evidence that the language 
youspeak shapes your mentality. The acquired neural pathways required for 
one language are different from those required by another. 

Lan guages contain a wealth of information that is useful in many disciplines, 
e.g. anthropology, cultural history, the study of human migration patterns, 
psychology, neurology, philosophy, the list is virtually endless.  Alanguage 
that is about to die can be preserved by collecting a definitive dictionary of 
its words, recording its grammatical rules, gathering written samples and 
recording speechin audio and video form. Nevertheless, while this is the tactic 
that should be employed for languages that are doomed and while itis better 
than no preservation at all, it is far from ideal. A languages constantly 
undergoing mutation. Every aspect of it changes, evenin a short time,so a 
language can never be suitably preserved.

Ls, & the sympathic way of perceiving the fucked up world. 


The Friends of Durruti by Agustin Guillamon. 114 pages, 6x 9”, paperback 
(AK Press, PObox 12766, Edinburgh, Scotland EH8 9YE or available through Active Distribution, UK) 
ISBN 1-873176-54-6 
This is doomed to provoke toa lot of the oldschool anarchists - most of all because, unlike basically any other book written from an 
anarchist's point of historical view, it doesnt put the blame for the victory of the falangalists on either Soviet intervention in the affairs 
ofthe young republic or on bourgeous tendencies in the Generalidad government (of which leading anarchists were members), 
Instead Guillamén looks inward“... We bore the gulit...” & quickly winds up pinning the donkeys tail on CNT itself fora number of 
hardly dismissable reasons. Most of these has to do w/ cowardly “leaders” (a word that the book uses w/o shame) in the top of the CNT: 
++ They hesitated in some crucial hours of July ‘36 (when the civil war erupted) & later on from May 3-8 '37, when they should have 
called fora revolution or at least supported the CNT & POUM members who took over the streets of Barcelona (in armed clashes w/ the 
EE Generalidad & their supporters) ++ Gave all other parts in the anti-fascist coalition far too much leeway when they rightfully (as the biggest union) 
should have seized power (another word w/o shame). Because how can youas anarchists - even in a wartime situation against fascism - ever justify a 
governmental censoning of your own media or even worse: imprisionment & execution of especially POUM, but also CNT members? Execution for simply speaking their minds? Instead 
of breaking the chains that bound the workers, CNT winded up fuelling the machinery of the State apparatus. 
The history of Friends of Durruti is told, mainly through excerpts from & analyzes of their paper “El Amigo Del Pueblo”. The group was formed a few months after Durruti‘s death, & 
after the Generalidad's decision to militarize the militias, i.e. putting all the different independent militias (each under “a different colored flag”) under one command, Although relatively 
small in numbers, the group recived (or so Guillamén argues) a widespread support from workers, fed up w/the unton leaders continuely failure to utilize libetarian ideals. 
Their manifests were from the beginning consistently uncompromising & militant, at first calling for the CNT to assume its natural position & practicing what it preached, later on to 
develope their ideology in the direction of what, Guillamon claims over&-over again throughout this book, isnot marxism or trotskyism, but 
leasthasa touch of communism incorporated. Interesting is it that altho CNT spokesmen were quicklyto call for the excommunication of the 
Friends... trom the ranks of the CNT, such thing never happened due to the support from local unions & the group never denouced 
CNTeither, simply because the Friends ’s sympathy was w/ the common membes of the CNT, not w/the : leaders. 
This book doesnt take time to educate the reader on the basics of the Civil War, & considering a the vast number of good books already 
wnitten on the subjects, itshouldnt be obligedto either. As faras the history of the Friends... goes, I consider the book a contribution to an ongoing 
discussion rather than a biography. There'stoo much juggling w/ words & their definitions & most of it, because Guillamon doesnt want the 
group labelled as infiltreret by the POUM. However when making pleas for his cause, Ithink he ina lot of cases jump to conclusion or at 
least, leave out some substential premises - I'm nottoo convienced, but hell, Idont think it matters that much either. The story of the 
Friends of Durmutt isstill a shortlived, but honorfull one. Only thing is that [kinda wish it would include instead is more interviews w/ still 
living members of the group. Ifnot for anything else, then at at least to get a more varied view of the happened, rather than just relying 
fully on what the most prominent Friends... & editor Balius found worth wniting about in ”E] Amigo...”. But maybe thats another volume. 
Another view on the civil war, & a thoughtprovoking one as well. Good. 


Anarchist Farm by Jane Doe. 192 pages 5% x 8!4”, paperback

Atad sceptical at first; of all the unwritten do's & do-not’s, making a follow up to the famous Orwell novel, ranks among things like making a Jackson Five tribute album or branding your pet 
dog. & putting my sceptimism into practise, I started off reading this by comparing the mastery of language in the old classic to that of a debut novellist under false name. Instead soon 
found out that Doe is actually very capable of telling a conviencing, yet rather entertaining story. Smile a small private smile when the animals starts dismanteling lumbering machinery, 
almost laugh out loud of the description of the monkey & the weasel using a truck to trash whatever is left, ending up driving the truck overa cliff. & the language....now after the exerted 
grimace 1s gone, you realize its actually pretty damn well written, from start to stop. 

Doe never goes into details about this, but the book takes off halfway through Orwell where Snowball flees Animal Fam, chased out by Napoleon's guard dogs, He adopts the more 
revolutionary sounding name Pancho when meeting forest protectors hiding near a cave in the woods & led byabear named Judi. Thereafter becomes a part of the vanguard, using direct 
action against the lumber company (owned by a big, bad corporation). Written from Pancho's POW & portraying him as thoughtful & a doubter, most of all considering his own views & 
actions. We follow the pig as he decides to part w/ active forest protection, after a disasterous action, invo lving some very realistically clumbsy human activists & instead seeks Utopia 
materialized in the shape of the Circle H fann. The farm - later renamed the Circle A, haha - is another place close to the Animal Farm & tun by the animals themselves, not as the result 
ofa violent revolution, but instead as a silent one & one that wouldnt have backfired on the animals, if it wasnt for the devil in disguise asthe corporation. 

While some altering is neccessary to create a metaphor for our human behavour, the book doesnt try to idealize the nature of the different animals too much, & within all the good & not- 
so-good sides its easy for us as readers to recognize ourselves and some of our friends; from the punk band Free Radicals, in the form of runaway lab rats (sporting ultracool eartags & dyed 
fur) over the paranoid neo-beatnik black sheep or the lesbian sow to stereotypes such as the rather militant German shepards. 

There'sa silly happy ending, far more unreal than the rest of the synopsis, because even if animals working together to create a farm co-op or blowing up lumber trucks may seem unlikely, 
itisnt more far from reality than the forest protecter in the book Judi Bear is from the real world’s (& unfortunately recently deceased) Judi Bari. Which again is why the book is not only 
entertaining, but also educating, in the sense that it lays down a blueprint for actions - in the sense that it presents us with some of the considerations & doubts you have, when you re trying 
to build something up or break other things down. All inall, a damn good reading,
